towards “ clericalism.” and had jomed 
with “ undemocratic Right-wing parties,” 
to help them impose religious laws against 
the will of the community. He recalled 
thet Mapam had joimmed hands with the 
so-called “clericalisis whenever it 
suited them: they had entered a coali- 
tion with these same groups in the Provi-

LIFE IN ADEN 
GHETTO 
New Attacks Feared

Although 15 months have passed 
since the Aden pogroms, the Jews 
here still keep to their quarter, which 
now has a typical ghetto appearance, 
and live in constant fear of renewed 
attacks 


While no serious incidents have 
occurted since the pogroms. menor wei- 
dents. provoked by the deeply antagon- 
istic Arab population. are frequent ee 
week, | witnessed such an incxdent when 
a Yemenite-Jewish boy, starved and tired, 
arrived in the Jewish quarter after a 
nine-days trek from the Yemen. The boy 
entered a Jewnsh shop. saying he was a 
Jewish refugee, and asked for food and 
shelter. While the shopkeeper cxamined 
the truthfulness of the bow story. ask. 
him to repeat certain Jewish oravers, 
groum ot Aradbs who had noticed the 
arrival of the boy gathered outside and 
expressed thew rage. (Aden Arabs genecr- 
ally feel enraged when Yemenite refugees 
arrive here on their way to terse.) 

When. accompanied by two American 
correspondents, | took the boy outside 
the shop to photograph him, the anery 
Arats. now numbering over 200. tried to 
s17e the boy. apparently with the mten- 
tion of lynching him. They alleged that

ness firms trying to snatch customers 
away from each other. He appealed to 
the United Synagogue not to consider 
applications from Federation synagogues,

Letter of Resignation 


The President then read the following 
letter of resignation, which had been 
received from Rabbi Kopu! Rosen, dated 
February 8: 

“Within the past year I have under- 
taken certain work, both in this country 
and in Israel, which I regard as urgem 
and important. The establishment and 
development of Carmel College 1s, in my 
opinion, an achievement which already 
clearly promises to become one of the 
most vital educational influences in 
Anglo-Jewry.

“In order, therefore, to ‘devote myself 
to these fruitful and satisfying projects, 
l tender tO you my resignation as Prin- 
crpa! Rabbi of the Federation of Syna- 
gogues 

He was sure, said Mr. Goldberg, that 
they would join him in saying how ex- 
tremely sorry they were that Rabbi Rosen 
had thought fit to tender his resignation 
[hey wished him Mazol Tov, and 
whether he remained in this country or 
wen’ to. Israel, they were parting on

AQABA AND TROOP 
MOVEMENTS

Mr. Hector McNer., Minister of State, 
made a statement in the House of Com- 
mons on the reported movement of Israch 
troops towards Aqaba 

He said that reports had been received 
from the Transjordan authorities of the 
movement of a considerable force of 
Israeli troops southwards towards the 
Gulf of Aqaba, which they were now 
reported to have reached 

The Transjordan Government abo 
reported that at one point the Israch 
forces entered Transjordan territory to a 
distance of some miles and attacked @ 
police post. They subsequently withdrew. 

The situation, he said, been 
urgently reported to the Acting Mediator 
by the Transjordan Government 

It was not yet known what reports 
United Nations Observers had made on 
these events. No British forces had beea 
involved m any action. 

Mr. McNeil added that Mr. Beviw 
would prefer not to make any further 
Statement until reports by United Nations 
Observers were available 

Viscount (Con., Dor- 
set, S.) referred to newspaper reports that 
Israch forces were only three miles from 
Agaba, and asked whether, in the event 
of a threat to British forces at Aqaba, 
the commander there had the fullest 
facilities for calling upon air support 

Mr. McNeil replied that their forces 
at Aqaba had every support available to 
them. He added: “1 do not think we 
should anticipate that a call would be 
made for such support except in the con. 
tingency of a direct threat to our forces 
which we all hope will not occur.”

PERSONAL STATUS EN 
ISRAEL’S LAW

A warning that. if laws concerned with 
marriage, divorce, and similar questions 


were not adopted in the Law of Israci’ 


according to the Torah and the Talmud, 
there would be a danger of splitting the 
Jewish people, was given by Rabbi K

Jewish law said that when a rson 
divorced his wife, “the alur of God 
sheds tears.”

The institution of ksuba had been a 
great help throughowt the ages in keep- 
ing people together. In regard to in- 
heritance. Jewish law sew to it that a 
father could not easily disinherit his 
children. A father could not say that 
his children should not be his hetrs; Dut 
he could, if he thought fit, give legacies 
to other persons. 

According to Jewish law a man could 
not give to an adopted child the mght to 
inherit his property, as he could under 
Roman law. English law had adopted 
the Jewish point of view. 

The Roman institution of marriage was 
a civil one, said Rabbi Kahana; for the 
Talmud it was a natural institution. The 
English laws on the property mghts of 
husband and wife were taken from 
Jewish law. 

Should the laws of personal satus im 
Israci not be according to the Torah and 
the Jewish codes, there would be 4 real 
danger of the nation being divided, he 
went on.

‘FAITH AND REASON 
Impact of Christian Culture 


[By a Jewisn Cnuromcie Reporter) 


The view that the idea of a conflict 
berween faith and reason was not essen- 
tial to Judaism, but had been introduced 
into it under the influence of Christian 
theology, was expressed by Dr. J. L. 
Teicher, Lecturer im Rabbinics at Cam- 
bridee University, when he spoke on 
“ The Inner Conflict in Jewish Philosophy 

Faith and Reason,” the third and final 
lecture on the place of Jewnsh philosophy 
in the history of thought, at the Liberal 
Jewish Synagoguc, St. John’s Wood 
Road. London, last week. Rabbi Dr. L 
Mattuck presided. 

In his two previous lectures, Dr. 
Teicher had explained that the inner 
moving spirit of Jewish philosophy was 
the dynamic creative conception of the 
reality of God and the capacuy of the 
human mind to grasp, wiihin certam 
this reality. 

Maimonides had conceived of the uni- 
verse aS one, said Dr. and u 
was not surprising to find in bis writings 
a rebutial of the popular. belief in the 
hereafter. There was. according io him, 
no hell and no paradise; there was im- 
mortality of the soul only as a kind of 
reward for those who achieved the m- 
tuitive knowledge of God through their 
own endeavours. The opposition agarst 
Maimonides was based on the view that 
he propounded herctical opmmeons on 
rehgion 


Paradise and Hell 


fhe was the first instance the lecturer 
knew of any conflict between faith and 
reason in Judaism. First, there was an 
attack on has demial of the existence of 
paradise and hell. It was of great in- 
terest that these attacks originated not 
m the Fast under the Mosiems, but under 
Christian rule in Spain and France. In 
the sccond phase, altacks were made not 
only on his conception of the herecafier, 
but also. and maimly, against his “* Guide 
‘oO ih Perplexed it seemed that ther:

According to Maimonides, the prophets

God affected both reason and imagina- 
tion. and he considered that the visions 
of the prophets took place only in their 
imagination. Here again from the Jewish 
religious point of view there was Tittle 
fundamental damage to Judaism m 
accepting this view; but on the Christsan 


side it was important that angels s 
really exist. 
Maimonides held the view that the 


sacrificial laws were a kind of concessioa 
to the heathen habits of the Jewish people 
when they keft Egypt; but to the Chris- 
tians the idea of sacrifice was of very 
great imporiance 

It was not easy, said Dr. Teicher, to 


find an explanation .why the Jews 
accepted the views of Christian ortho- 
Jory That period saw the foundation 


of universities with the specific object 
of defending the content of faith, and 
it was obvious that the Jews were influ- 
enced by the cultural environment, 

The monistic and dualistic conception 


of the world could be derived from a 
different conception of the importance 
and place of human reason. According 


to Maimonides, man is considcred as 


being endowed with the power of in- 
tuwitive knowledee. and. therefore. can 
know what is the true reality of the 


world. According to Christian orthodox 
philosophy, the power of knowledge 1s 
iumited, and man can know only those 
things which are conveyed through the 
SCHSCS. 
Chrisiian theology had 
Judaism. by introducing the conception 
of dualsm,.and thus created the conflict 
between “faith and reason,’ which was 
really only a conflict between one concep- 
on of reason and another.

MIGHTY LIKE A ROSE 


By DIANA GILLON 


NCE we made the desert blossom 

like the rose. We lived in Jeru- 

salem ; but there was a cottage, 
by the sea, somewhere about midwa 
between Tel Aviv and Haifa, wh 
was lent to us sometimes. An enor- 
mous window looked straight over a 
strip of lawn, of the hard, coarse, 
straggling grass which only has to be 
watered once a week, past sand dunes 
to the edge of the cliff and down to 
the Mediterranean. 

There were no strings tied to the cot- 
tage, apart from the question of the gar- 
den. am no horticulturist—I realise 
that the soil has to be tilled, but | prefer 
others to do the tilling. But this gar- 
den held little except the lawn and the 
trees, among which were a large number 
of new ones, which had to be watered 
every day. 

On the land side were exotic-looking 
shrubs with flowers—magenia bougain- 
villea climbing up the white walls of the 
cottage, and something that might or 
might not have been a poinsettia—ai! had 
bright red flowers of the kind that look 
well behind the ear if you are that type. 


There were a couple of magnolias, and © 


a pomegranate, some purple acacias, and 
two smal) grapefruit trees. These were 
all doing nicely—the dirty work was over 
and you could hardly believe that two 
years before the whole thing had been 
nothing but sand held doubifully 
together by esparto grass. 

The sea side, however, was still primi- 
tive. There was the bit of lawn, a little 
slope thick with St. John’s wort, and 
then sand hummocks straight down to 
the cliff edge. The owner had planted 
tiny tamarisks in the hollows b.tween the 
hurmmocks. Each had a hole inio which 
water had to be poured. Most of the 
trees were just brown twigs—that they 
could bécome feathery and green was 
beyond belief. 


Peaceful Gardening 


We were not hopeful, but we had 
promised to water, and we watered. It 
is a peaceful form of gardening—for- 
tunately weeds won't grow in that salt- 
impregnated sand. We would go out 
into the garden, unwind a mile or so of 
hose, and water. To Jerusalemites the 
very fact of being able to throw waiter 
about like this was in itself a holiday— 
we discovered, first with horror, then 
with admiration, that the village women 
often left taps running and. had baths 
every day. In Jerusalem. even in peace- 
time, you think twice before you do 
either. 

So we would turn on the hose and sit 
and think. listening Iethargicaily to the 
water pouring into the sand, and watch- 
ing anything there was to watch The 
people in the cottage next door found 
a scorpion in the baby’s playpen, and 
scotched it just in time. An Arab fish- 
ing boat, sailing as close imshore as was 
possible, dropped charges of INT loudly 
overboard in a labour-saving if un- 
economic effort to collect as much fish 
as possible at one go A string of 
camels, heavily laden with ancient-look- 
ing sacks of something, swayed gently 
along the tide-mark. 

An Arab came inio the garden with 
fish. whether dynamited or not one 
couldn't say. We haggicd until he 
brought the price down to inland level. 
There are three kinds of fish in Palestine 


—fish from the Sea of Galilee, fish from 
the Mediterrancati, and fish from the Gui 
of Aqaba. They are sub-divisible into 
big fish and little fish, and no further 
classification is possible, except for 
Moses-Our-Teacher Fish, which is flat, 
because it got itself split in half through 
—— to be in the way when Moses 
made a path through the Red Sea 

It was very hot, and more water had 
disappeared into the sand than seemed 

sible. About fifty yards above us q 
estrel lay flat on its stomach on the 
air, motionless, gazing fixedly at the 
uneventful ground beneath. You could 
hear very little—the crunch of tiny waves 
on the shingle—the creaking of the 
revolving water sprinklers in the fickds 
around—the jingle of harness as horses 
shook themseWwes—cows—chickens— Mrs 
Shapiro opposite arguing, in strongly 
Yiddish Arabic, answered in sirongly 
Arabic Hebrew, with the Arab about the 
fish. Five children m singlets and shorts 
and sunburn, with sun-bleached fair hair, 
tore past driving a mule cart down to 
the beach. If their father saw them 
racing the mule like that in that heat, 
he d wallop them, but af they were ‘ucky 
he wouldn't see. 

We went on pouring water on the trees 
for days. It made no appreciable diffe. 
ence to the trees, but one fell, some 
how, part of the landscape—siiting there 
with the jaw cointerwabhe dropped and 
the mind a total blank, as water poured 
into the voracious desert until it wag 
trme to shift the hose to the next brows 
twig. One felt at one with Mr. Shapiro, 
sweating in a singlet and dirty khaki 
trousers and a faded blue linen hat in 
the potato ficld—with the children yell 
ing Hebrew insults at the mule—with 
Mustapha the fish man. 

The watering, miraculously. began to 
show results. We got up one morning 
to look at the trees. It was six o'clock. 
The sun was just up and a cold wind 
blew from the sea. On the righi. one 
brown twig was putting out a bi of 
green. feathery leaf. Farther on. so was 
another—-and. another—and another 


The Mark of Abel 


The effect of the discovery on- con- 
firmed townees was beyond description. 
It was comparable, no doubt, io what is 
experienced by the child when the 
mustard-and-cress in the classroom begins 
to sprout from the damp flanne! It 
was creation—fruition—the mark. you 
will, of Abel. We saw, in those few 


feathery bits of green, a whole cycle of © 


redemption—trees, leaves, humus. rain, 
and a new earth. 

Three days later, I sat on the sand by 
the row of tamarisks, now easily distin 
guishable as such with the naked eve. 
As I sat, burned by the sea-breeze and 
the blazing sun, a bird, exotic-looking, 
highly coloured, with a crest on its head 
and an expression of sardonic gioom— 
perhaps a hoopoe or a Persian nighin- 
gale—alighted heavily on one of the tiny 
trees, and swung, as a child swings on 
4 rainng. WNastily, it moved its head 
and pecked off one, two, three of 
feathery sprouts of foliage. 1 got up and 
yelled, so that it went away. Bui it was 
something to have proved that one’s own 
labours, of so casual a kind, could pro- 
duce something from the desert that was 
ht to eat, at least for a Persian 
nightingale. 

Turning, I yelled up to the cottage, 
“Well need a scarecrow on thos 
tamarisks now," I said.

Seeking Evidence for Survival

Mrs. Jeanne Stone, founder of the 
Jewish Psychic Society, was the principal 
speaker at a mecting of the Socicty held 
at Denison House, Victoria, S.W.1, last 
Saturday evehing. Mr. David Bronkhorst 
presided. 

Mrs. Stone, after pointing out that 
Jews could not treat spiritualism as a reli- 

ion, said that the Jew who sought to 
nd out whether survival was a fact 
could do so only by going to a Sspiritual- 
rst church, where he would tee! uncom- 
fortable. Also she regretted to say that 
she had found some anti-Semitism in the 
spiritualist churches. That was why they 
had started the Jewish Psychic Society, 
althouzh membership of it was equally 
open to non-Jews.

There was an attendance of approxi- 
mately 100 people, of whom about half 
appeared to be Jewish. 

Before the meeting, | had some con- 
versation with Mrs. Stone and Mr. 
Bronkhorst, Treasurer of the Society. who 
is a son of the Rev. S. Bronkhorst, for- 
merly minister at Sandys Row Synagogue. 
Both denied that there was anything con- 
trary to Jewish teaching in the practices 
of the Society, which were intended to 
provide for Jews knowledge of the fact of 
survival as well as faith in it. 

Several Jewish munisters and rabbis, 
they told me, had taken part in their 
activities, as well as in those of the Jewish 
Society for Psychic Research that existed 
before the war, with Miss Regina Miriam 


Bloch as its. President. They mentioned 
in particular Rabbi Dr. A. E. Silverstone 
and the late Haham Dr. Moses Gaster a8 
having addressed the older Socicts 

Speaking to them in 1932, Dr. Gaster 
declared that it was part and parce! of the 
Jewish faith to try to penetrate further 
into the mystery of the survival of the 
spirit It was a wrong wea that thr 
investigations into spiritualism were 
going beyond the traditional and prope? 
sphere of Judaism. Rabbi Dr. Silver 
stone, at the same meeting in 1932. said 
that they believed in the survival of the 
sou! after death, and it was only right 
that they should seek to go a step further 
and endeavour to communicate with 
those spirits that had passed on.

CENTRAL FRONT 


Iraqi Troop Movements 
[From our Own Correspondent] 


Tet Aviv 
Tension has increased during the past 
week along the entire Isracli-iraqi front 
in Central Palestine, which is not covered 
by any cease-fire agreement. Many snip- 


ing incidents and raids by gangs operat- 
ing from Iragi-held positions have been 
reporicd. 

According to unconfirmed reporis,

At the same time, United Nations 
observers from Haifa and Amman have

The situation within the Iraqi-held 
arca, known as the “ triangle,” which is 
based on the towns of Tulkarm, Jenin, 
and Nablus, is extremely vague. While 
Transjordan is gradually extending civil 
administration into the areca, claiming 
that ic will soon take over the military 
occupation as well, the Iragis repeatedly 
deny this, stating that they will continue 
to maintam their military occupation. The 
Iraqis have still sent no reply to Dr. 
Bunche to whether Trans- 
jordan is authorised to negotiate an 
armistice on its behalf for the Iraqi-held 
gecuon of the front.

The Governor 
is said to have argued that the arrival! of 
Yemenite Jews would endanger the 
security of Aden Jewry and mete the 
local Arabs. This may be true, but the 
British authorities arc ignoring the inde- 
miseries of the Yemenite Jews 
which force them to flee from the Yemen 

Despite the strat trontier contro! and 
widespread Jew-hunting in the border 
areca, a small number of Jews, perhaps 
10 weekly. have managed to Aden 
Recent Press reports that hundreds 
of Yemenite Jews are infiltrating into 
the city each month are compictely vuo- 
founded. Only 250 have reached Aden 
since September. Those that have arrived 
were penniless and had nothing apart 
from a few dirty rags. Tribes along their 
route stole whatever hittl property they 
possessed. According to rciabie reports, 
over 200 Jews were arrested when tryrng 
to flee from Yemen last month

AQABA has now been in the news suffici- 
ently long for a provisional estimate of 
Foreign Office intentions to become possible. 
On a smaller scale, last week's artificial scare 
reproduced most of the elements of the Sinai 
crits in January. There was the same inter- 
play between exaggerated reports, ordinary 
rumours, and plain inventions, from the 
“men on the spot,” and official wirepulling 
in Whitehall with the significant difference 
that the larger and more important part of 
the public in this country, and the entire 
world outside, treated the matter with com- 
mendable calm. Mr. Bevin’s Arab policy 
has lost the support of all except the extreme 
Right-wing Conservatives, and scares are no 
longer manipulated as easily as they were last 
year. For all that, the Aqaba affair revealed 
more than the leading participants were 
anxious to disclose; not least, perhaps, it 
showed that among a section of the Foreign 
Office the new policy of friendly relations 
with Israel commands hardly more than hip- 
service 

The first point to be noted is that, with 
the exception of one utterly insignificant 
frontier incident, in the course of which 
some shots were exchanged between Israeli 
and Arab Legion patrols, all the sensational 
“movements,” “advances,” and ™ incur- 
sions “ of Israeli forces took place in Israel 
territory and were entirely peaceful and 
bloodless. Few people would have guessed 
this from last week's inspired scare stories 
which gave vast prominence to an entirely 
mythical “battle” on the Transjordan 
border, and for the rest spoke of Israel) 
columns “rushing down to Aqaba.” The 
Foreign Office and its tame diplomatic cor- 
respondents have made the most of the fact 
that the Security Council resolution of 
November 4, 1948, imposed a general stand- 
still on both sides, but have remained signifi- 
cantly silent on the question of how British 
troop shipments to Aqaba square with this 
provision Is Britain exempted from -the 
general standstill? $hat was not the 
opimon of the Acting Mediator when ques- 
tioned last January about the admissibility 
of British troop movements at the time of 
the Sinai incident. In his report: to the 
Security Counci last week, Dr. Buncue tact- 
fully refrained from naming Britain as a 
truce-breaker, but pronounced both Israel 
and Transjordan guilty of a technical in- 
frongement and advised both sides to under- 
take no further movements. It is essential not 
to confuse this tssue-—-which, though not un- 
important, is clearly secondary—with the 
wider question of territorial sovereignty over 
the Negev Nobody outside London and 
Amman has questioned that the entire area 
allotted to Israel under the partition resolu- 
thon of November 29, 1947, is subject to 
Israeli sovereignty Whether troop move- 
ments should be undertaken in this area at 
the present time is a different question. It is 
the United Nations view, and presumably the 
American view, that they should net, but it is 
not the view of the Transjordan Govern- 


ment, nor, apparently, that of the British 
Crovernment. 


The conclusion to be drawn, therefore. is 
that the Foreign Office still refuses to recog- 
mise the validity of the 1947 Assembly resolu- 
tion: in other words, it still hopes to defy 
the authority of the United Nations. This 
attstude is given the semblance of reasonable- 
ness by the further argument that since Israel 
holds Western Galilee, which was not 
awarded to it under the 1947 resolution, its 
legal claim to the Negev is automatically 
invalid-—a piece of sophistry which would 
not impose upon a schoolboy, but which 
Mr. Bevin and his advisers apparently hope 
to bring before the next United Nations 
Assembly. The fact is that Israel's military 
conquest of Western Galilee, following the 
Arab declaration of war, cannot invalidate 
any award made by the United Nations in 
the previous year, though it may well raise 
a political issue of great importance for 
Isracis future relations with its Arab 
neighbours. It its arguable that Israel 
should offer some compensation to the 
Arabs, but to assert that any part of the 
territory allotted to Israel in 1947 is not 
legally m israel because of what happened 
thereafter is patently absurd and unlikely 
to mmpress anyone outside the charmed carcle 


of Anglo-Arab propagandists. It is, how- 
ever, significant to see the reaction of semi- 
official British observers in Amman: Trans- 
jordan, according to them, feels ~ betrayed, 
though the Transjordan Prime Minister 
himself declared that “the Jews have 
not intentionally crossed our borders.” 
Possibly, the Transjordan Government 
would like the British force now in Aqaba to 
take over the Transjordan front as far north 
as Maan, but apparently it is only fear of 
unfavourable repercussions in Washington 
which prevents Britain from acceding to this 
curious request. As the Times correspondent 
notes, to do so “ would obscure and distort 
the nature of the British forces’ task here.” 
Since it is now admitted that Israel has not 
the slightest intention of making a sudden 
descent on Aqaba, the nature of this “ task ” 
becomes ever more difficult to discover. The 
force was sent, we were told, to defend 
Aqaba. But Aqaba has never been in danger. 
Then what are the troops doing there? 
Protecting Transjordan? But armistice 
talks are going on in Rhodes, and in any 
case Britain is not supposed to mtervene. 
It is all very remarkable, and no wonder the 
Transjordanians are asking why the British 
do not go the whole hog and relieve Arab 
Legion troops for service farther north. If 
they did, the Aqaba force would at least 
have some military value 


What appears to have happened is that 
KING ABDULLAH'S military advisers were per- 
suaded that there was a danger of a clash 
with Israel and pressed for the strongest pos- 
sible British support. This, in turn, gave 
the Foreign Office a useful opportunity 
to denounce Israel as a potential aggressor, 
to strengthen its hold over Aqaba. and to 
raise the Question of sovereignty in Southern 
Palestine. It is the last that really matters. 
From the action taken by the Israeli authori- 
ties last week, it is clear that, whatever else 
may be under discussion at Rhodes, the 
Negev is not a bargaining point. This has 
always been obvious to those who judged 
correctly the needs and the determination of 
the new State It may well have been 
obvious to KING ABDULLAH. But it has not 
been obvious to the Forcign Office Hence 
the preposterous charge of “ claim-jumping.” 
it is time this chapter was closed. And it is 
also time that Mr. Bevin abandoned his petty 
and spiteful policy towards Israel. His cal- 
culations in regard to Palestine have gone 
wrong from the time that he first declared, 
in a burst of self-confidence, that he would 
stake his reputation on solving the problem. 
No doubt his sense of frustration is. very 
keen, but that should not impair his states- 
manship. It may be that when he adopted 
the policy of clearing out of Palestine (which 
at the time we deplored as not being in the 
wider interests of Britain), he overlooked the 
importance of Aqaba, or possibly he thought 
the Jewish State would never be established. 
Whatever the reasoning, the fact is that his 
plans misfired, and now, too late, he is trying, 
by every devious means which he can find, 
to regain the strategic position which 
he so lightly threw away. In practice, the 
Aqaba force serves no useful purpose if its 
presence 1s intended to frighten the Israelis 
into relinquishing Southern Palestine to the 
Arab Legion, which, as we now know, had 
crossed the border in patrol strength before 
the recent movements took place. There 
can be no question of British military inter- 
vention on the Palestinian side of the 
frontier, and Israel will not cross into Trans- 
jordan to suit those British officials who are 
still hoping to inveigle the new State into 
some action which will give the Aqaba force 
a chance to “take a crack at them.” We 
venture to predict that before many months 
the troops will be back from Aqaba, and 
Israel will have been confirmed in possession 
of the Negev. There will, we hope, be no 
“ imeidents.” If there are, we shall know 
where the responsibility lies. And so will 
the British public. 


THE CERTIFICATION OF 
MARRIAGES 


THE Board of Deputies of British Jews, 
when it meets on Sunday, will have before 
it an amendment to its Constitution which, 
to a degree not found in other constitutional 


proposals which lately have caused excite-. 


ment, contains serious implications for 
the Board and for the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity. The proposal in question is to 
amend Article 45 of the Board’s constitu- 
tion so as to confer upon the President of 
the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, St. John's 
Wood Road, powers in relation to the certifi- 


cation for marriage at present given by the 
Board to the Orthodox ecclesiastical authori- 
ties only. This is the third occasion on 
which this proposal has come before the 
Board. This time its sponsors appear to 
be connected with Liberal Judaism. Twice 
previously it was brought up as the recom- 
mendation of the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee of the Board, emerging from a 
sub-committee of three as the creation of 
two lawyers of strictly Orthodox principles. 


* The Act of 1836 confers upon the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Deputies the right to 
certify secretaries of synagogues to the 
Registrar-General, and such _ secretaries 
become entitled to register marriage for the 
purposes of the civil law. The Constitution 
of the Board of Deputies requires that where 
a congregation applies for the President's 
certificate for the first time it shall furnish 
a certificate from the Ecclesiastical Authori- 
ties—i.c.. in the majority of cases, the Chief 
Rabbi—to the effect that it constitutes a 
“ synagogue of persons professing the Jewish 
religion.” It is this latter provision which 
has from time to time been the subject of 
controversy and which it is now proposed 
to modify. In: the intolerant days of 1842 
the West London Synagogue, moderate 
though its reforms were, was denied its 
requisite certificate, and in 1856 it obtained, 
for itself and its affiliates, machinery for 
certification independent of that entrusted to 
the President of the Board of Deputies. On 
subsequent occasions Orthodox congrega- 
tions which chafed at the idea of having to 
submit themselves to the jurisdiction of a 
Chief Rabbi sought emancipation from the 
requirements of the Board's constitution. In 
1935 the late Chief Rabbi issued a certificate 
which enabled the Liberal Jewish Synagogue 
to avail itself of the facilities provided by 
the Act of 1836. Dr. Hertz was a forth- 
right opponent of Liberal Judaism, and was 
not the kind of man who could be brought 
by pressure to depart from his principles. 
Yet he felt that he could not deny that the 
Liberal Jewish Synagogue was a “ synagogue 
of persons professing the Jewish religion,” 
and his statesmanship was far-sighted enough 
to enable him to see that, though the grant- 
ing of a certificate to that effect might bring 
upon his head the censure of extreme 
elements, its refusdl might project the doc- 
trines of Judaism into the hurly-burly of the 
Courts and the legislature, and undermine the 
authority of his high office without in the 
least setting bounds to the spread of Liberal 
Judaism. 


Yet it cannot be denied that this expedient 
had the character of a pis aller. lo import 
the Orthodox Chief Rabbi into matters con- 
cerning the registration of marriages at syna- 
gogues whose doctrines and practices he 
earnestly repudiates is, to say the least, an 
embarrassment to all parties, and it Is not 
surprising, therefore, that during the long 
interregnum in the Chief Rabbinate, when 
the question could be considered’ un- 
hampered by personal considerations, it was 
proposed that when Liberal synagogues 
apply to the Board’s President for his certi- 
ficate, recourse to the Chief Rabbi should 
not be needed. That was more than two 
years ago. We argued then that “ the whole 
matter should be allowed to remain in abey- 
ance for the time being so that it may in 
due course be submitted to the jurisdiction 
of a new Chief Rabbi immediately he is 
appointed,” and it is to the Chief Rabbi that 
the Board and the community naturally turn 
for authoritative guidance now that the ques- 
tion has been raised again. We are not 
privileged to know what advice Rabbi 
Bropie has tendered the Board, but we 
assume that he has been consulted. It can- 
not be disputed that it is inherent in the 
Chief Rabbi's office to combat the doctrines 
of Liberal Judaism, and we would sympathise 
with Rabbi Bropre if he declared that the 
precedent set by Dr. Hertz was an embar- 
rassment from which he wished to be 
relieved. If that be his view, relief can best 
be found in the amendment to the Board's 
constitution to be raised on Sunday, and it 
is Our belief that the causes for which the 
Chief Rabbi stands will best be served by its 
adoption. It is to be emphasised that the 
sanctioning by Orthodox Jews of practices 
contrary to the Din is not here involved. As 


Dr. GEORGE WEBBER, an eminent jurist and 


avowed adherent to Orthodoxy, argued in 
these columns last week, “ The amendment 
does not give any validity in Jewish law to a 
marriage celebrated in the Liberal syna- 
gogue ; the amendment is merely a matter 
of machinery. Liberal marriages are cele- 
brated just the same.” 

In addition to giving thought to these con- 


— 


siderations, cogent as they are, Deputies must 
weigh the consequences of rejection. 
would be no service to Orthodoxy to give 
the Liberals a grievance so favourable to 
exploitation. It would be no service to 
Anglo-Jewry so to act that the controversy 
is adjourned to a Gentile forum. It would 
be no service to a harassed Board of Dep» 
ties so to treat its non-Orthodox members 
that their secession becomes a matter of 
self-respect. 


EINSTEIN’S 70th BIRTHDAY 


PROFESSOR ALBERT EINSTEIN has this week 
celebrated his 70th birthday. The occasion has 
been observed throughout the world with 
tributes of honour and admiration. These 
trsutes have been paid to one who is universally 
renowned as a famous scientist, a great Jew, 
and a noble citizen of the world. Indeed, ix x 
the unison of all these loyalties that consti- 
tutes his special claim upon the gratitude of his 
fellow-men. By his scientific discoveries he hac 
established a place of unique eminence among 
his contemporaries. But his work as a scientist 
is indissolubly connected with his life as a jew 
and a human being. His intellectual gifts com- 
bined with his Jewish and human sympathies 
give him that comprehensiveness of vision 
which calls forth the world’s homage. The fact 
that he was a Jew for long prevented his dis- 
coveries from receiving the recognition that was 
their due both in Germany and abroad. Yet ix 
was his spiritual inheritance which caused him. 
regardiess of personal consequences, to protest 
against Prussian militarism and to oppose Nazi 
barbarism. He has never ceased to proclaim— 
with all the conviction and moral courage of the 
Jew who remains true to his heritage—his devo- 
tion to the cause of human brotherhood. His 
scientific theory ‘of relativity has been finely 
linked with his ethical doctrine of human 
relationships. In the birthday broadcasts on the 
world radios by Unesco, Professor Nie_s Born. 
the famous physicist, well said: “ The gifts of 
EINSTEIN to humanity are in no way confined 
to the sphere of science. With his human and 
noble personality, characterised equally by 
wisdom and humour, EtsTer has all! through 
his life worked for the promotion of inter- 
national understanding.” The account, which 
we print on page |, of the celebrations at Prince- 
ton shows that Jewish refugee children were 
there as symbols of the Jewish and world causes 
to which ErnsTen has dedicated his genius: and 
the rare honour bestowed by the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem expresses the sentiments 
of pride and gratitude felt by all Jewry 


SIR MAURICE BLOCH 


THE announcement in our last issue of the 
election of Sir Maurice BLocnu as Hon. President 
of the Glasgow Board of Guardians’ Aunxilimry 
raises a Communal problem of some importance. 
Sir Maurice BLocn served the community in 
general, and Glasgow in particular, without 
stint, winning the admiration and respect of his 
fellow-Jews and of his non-Jewish neighbours. 
Then a misfortune occurred not only for him 
but also for the community. He was called upon 
by the Lynskey Irbunal to explain certain of 
his associations with Mr. JoHN BELCHER, who 
was then a Minister of tne Crown. In the course 
of his evidence, Sir MAURICE BLOCH said, in 
effect, that ne gave Mr. KELCHER some gifts of 
sherry and whisky with the idea of securing an 
“ €aSy.approach to him, not in order to secure 
assisiance in his appiications for licences dul 
$O as tO be abie 10 persuade Mr. BELCHER when 
the time came tO speak at a meeting to te 
organised by tne Glasgow Refugees Commutiec. 
Sir MAURICE toid the irbunal that he had not 
disclosed this intention to Mr. BeLcHuer, oF 
indeed to anyone eise, and in fact no such 
meeting ever took piace. Dealing with. this 
evidence, the report of the [ribunal states: © We 
are unable to accept this reason given by oO 
Maurice BLOcH for uis desire to secure ths’ casy 
approach. Having seen him in the witness-box, 
we are quite satishied that Sir Maurice BLOCH 
made these gifts with the object of obtaining 
favourable consiceratuion for his application tot 
licences.” It is clear from this that, although 
Sir Maurice Biocn has not committed any 
offence for which he might be held accountable 
to the law, he. above all those of the witnesses 
who were Jews, because of his rank and posilion, 
did a serious wrong to the fair name of Anglo 
Jewry. The Lord Chancellor believed it to be 
his duty, as a result of the findings of the Ir 
bunal, to remove Sir MAURICE’S name from the 
list of magistrates on the grounds that © i! “4 
undesirable for him to remain a Justice oO! the 
Peace.” In the light of these events, we !¢¢! it 
our own duty to recall to Sir Maurice our 
remarks when the Tribunal Report was first 
published, when we suggested to him that ; 
was time for him to reconsider his qualifications 
for the holding of communal office. Let '' not 
be thought that we are actuated by am) other 
motive in this matter than consideration of the 
position of the community as a whole. aysdheor” 
suggests that Sir Maurice should cul himse 
adrift from the community—quite the contrary 
——but in the light of the Tribunal’s findings 4” 
the Lord Chancellor’s action, he should reflect 


that, in still retaining or accepting high office iD 
its institutions, he is not acting In acce 
with the best interests of Anglo-Jewry.

Freudian teaching, says Dr. Fromm, 
leads to a rather depressing, even pes- 
gmistic outlook on life, and throws 
doubt on man’s ability to rise above 
his animal origins and govern himself. 
Fromm himself has been impressed, 
cells us. by just the contrary fact. He 
has found in men a real drive towards 
sane, normal, healthy behaviour. Psycho- 
logy, be would suggest, bases too much 
on the few morbid or neurotic people 
it studies, and does less than justice 
to the vast majority that attains swuc- 
cessful adjustment. 


Faith 


What is the basis of such successful 
living Faith. faith in oneself, and 
faith in the potentialives of mankind. 
“In the Western world this faith has 
been expressed in religious terms in the 
Judeo-Christian religion. But such 
faith is not passive. Fromm quotes an 
old Jewish legend to the effect that, when 
Moses threw the wand in the Red Sea, 
that sea did not immediately divide itself 
to leave a dry passage for the Jews. 
“Nor until the first man had jumped 
into the sea did the promised miracle 
happen and the waves recede.” 

lr is refreshing to find a psychologist 
who does not base his theories on original 
sin. and who can find in human nature 
an inh eni dignity, creativeness, and 
capacity for goodness. Nor does Fromm 
conclude, with so many psychologists, 
thar all is pre-ordained, and the moral 
struggle an illusion of human conceit 
The decision for good or evil rests with 
man. and on his courage to be himself. 
Perhaps such conclusions sound common. 
place. But they take on a deeper signif- 
cance when they emerge, as they do in 
ths book, from a background of wide 
knowledge, psychological training, and 
careful argument. 


A POET'S NOVEL 


On This Side Nothing. By ALex Com- 


Port. Routledge and Kegan Paul. 8s. 6d

This novel tells the story of a Jewssh 
Community, herded, upon rhe insistence 
of the German occupying forces, into a 
“ghetto” jn a North African town. 

The style in which 1s writien betrays 
the essentially visual and poetic charac- 
ter of Mr. Comfort’s talent.. Quite a 
strong mental effort is necessary at first, 
in order to identify scene and charac- 
ters When, however, the mind has 
become adjusted to the rather oblique 
method of presentation, it receives a vivid

Personal Document 


The book is a very personal document 
and emotionally highly charged. It seems 


likely that the author, in relieving his

People For example, he adapts the 
words “ Jew and “ Gentile to-his own 
Private use. The “ hunted,’ of whatever 
race or creed, has for him become the 

cw. By corollary, the “ hunter ” 
must be identified with the “ Gentile.” 
Mr. Comfort has sought to soften that 
Signtiy, by identifying the Gentile 
with the “ citizen-face ” of the upholder 
ol “Law and Order “—ithat “Law and 
Order’ which, in his view, must always 
tend to degenerate into tyranny and en- 
forcement of conformity. 

Owing, however, to the obliquities of

PRESIDENT WEIZMANN’S AUTOBIOGRAPHY 
X—The Balfour Declarat:on 


an e¢xtraordinary struggle 
that 


developed within English 
Jewry in the half-year which pre 
ceded the issuance of the Balfour 


Declaration—a struggle which prob- 
ably had no historic parallel anywhere. 
Here was a people which had been 
divorced from its original homeland 
for some 18 centuries, putting in a 
claim for restitution. 

The world was willing to listen, the 
Case was being sympathetically received, 


‘and one of the great Powers was prepared 


to lead in the act of restitution. while the 


others had indicated their benevolent 
interest. And a well-to-do. contented. 
and self-satisfied minority, a _ tiny 


minority, of the people in question, rose 
in rebellion against the proposal. and 
exerted itself with the utmost fury to 
prevent the act of restitution from. being 
consummated. Itself in. no need—or 
believing itself to be in no need—of the 
righting of the ancient historic wrong, 
this small minority struggled bitterly to 
deprive the vast majority of the benefits 
of a unique act of the world conscience : 
and it succeeded, if not in balking the act 
of justice, at least m vitiating some of its 
application: 


The Fateful 1917 


The assimilationist handful of upper- 
class British Jews were aware that the 
Zionist cause’ was making great headway 
in Government circles and in general pub- 
lic oprmion.

ATTITUDE TO JEWISH EMIGRATION 


By a Special Correspondent recently returned from Central Europe 


HE migration of Eastern European 
Jews to Israel is giving the Com- 
munists food for second thoughts 

It is estimated that very nearly a third 
of the 600,000 Jews still in Eastern 
Europe (this figure does not include 
Russian Jewry) intend emigrating in 
the near future. Until recently, the 
Governments concerned placed no 
obstacles in the way of this movement, 
but in the last few weeks various 
difficulties have arisen. Rumania and 
Hungary, which between them account 
for some two-thirds of the Jewish 
population of Eastern Europe, appear 
to be curbing the flow of emigration, 
and some trouble is also reported 
from Poland. 


Surprising Contrast 


The general attitude of Communist 
Governments to emigration only too 
well known from the categorical refusal 
of the Soviet Union to allow Russian 
wives to join their British husbands in 
this country. As a matier of principle 
the Communists object to the idea that 
anybody should wani to leave the new 
democracies. Yet, in the case of Jewish 
emigration, it is not casy (oO reconcile 
the present difficulties with the welcome 
which the Eastern bloc has given to Israel 
in international politics and trade. The 
contrast is all the more surprising, as i 
is only since the beginning of this year 
that Eastern European Governments have 
obstructed Jewish cmigration, which 
previously went on unhindered. 

This change of policy cannot be cx- 
plained by the permanent ideological 
opposition of the Communists lo emigra- 
tion. Its reasons must, therefore, be 
sought in the specific problems which the 
actual process of the Jewish exodus posed 
for Eastern Europe. These problems can 


be summed up quite smply: Those Jews 
whose emigration appears desirabic, 
because it would constitute an invisible 


export of Communism, cannot be spared 
On the other hand, those Jews who could 
be spared, and who arc most anxious to 
go, are political opponents of Com- 
munism whose emigration, if permitted, 
would strengthen Jewish resistance to 
Communist penetration in Isracl 

As the Communists have 
hquidated the old professional and 
administrative classes, are very 
short of competent men with the energy 
and brains required for the reconstruc- 
tion and proper functioning of the 
Eastern European countries. Those of 
the young and middi¢-aged Jewish intel- 
lectuals who have managed to survive the 
war and are willing to work with the 
Communists, therefore constitute a very 
important reservow to which the satelite 
Governments are turning for bighly quali- 
fied manpower 


Pushed into Background 


Exactly the same happened im the 
Soviet Union after the first World War, 
but as soon as suitable people of Russian 
origin had been trained, the Jews were 
pushed into the background. iis ss 
probably also the ultimaic intention of 
the satellite countries, but in ihe mean- 
time their Governments arc faced with 
the dilemma that the men who might 
maintain and spread Communist ideology 
in a mew country are precisely those whe 
are sorely needed m thew present jobs 
and are least interesied in emigrating 

Those Jews who wish to leave Eastern 
Europe are usually of an entirely different 
sort. They are the survivors of the for- 
mer middie-<lass and as such ihey are 
anything but standard-bearers of Com- 
munism. cy want to leave because 
they arc unable or unwilling to adapt 
themseives 20 hie under a Communist 


busily 


régime. The auihoritiees know (his very 
well. and. therefore, have no desire to 
allow the emigration of tens of thousands 


of men and women, who, far from 
spreading Communism in lsracl, would 
raise their vowes in disgust at the mere 
thought of any such developmen! 
The Real Division 
It is Communism, as well as 


Semitism, from which they are trymng to 
escape They are in trouble not only 
because they are Jews, but because they 
are bourgeois. Offtcially anti-Semitism 
in Eastern Europe has ceased to curs, 
The division is no longer between Coen- 
tiles and Jews, but Deiween © ommunists 
and non-Communists. This cleavage 
prevails not only in the nation at large, 
but also goes right through the Jewish 
(Community Owing to the ingrained 
habit of thinking of the Jews invariably 
as a homogencous group, the Gentiles 
find this difficult to grasp. Hence, cach 
side im the ideological conflict is some- 
what suspicious of the Jews im its camp 
because there arc also many Jews in the 
other camp 

Many of the more far-sighied Jews on 
both sides fear that this complica menial 
attitude may give rise to a new form of 
the old anti-Semitism, which is pooscribed 
rather than forgotten. This thought 
adds momentum ito the Jewish desire to 
emigrate. Many cyes are longingly 
turned to the New World, and many 
others, no matter whether they had prev:- 
ously been Zionists or not, now look to 
Isracl as the best chance of cscapec. 

There is still a danger, however. that 
the general arguments of presiige, 
shortage of skilled manpower. and 
reluctance to iet non-Communists go 
abroad. may lead tw a more universal 
curb on the flow of Jewish emigrants 
from Eastern Europe to Israel.

KASHRUT PROBLEMS 


IN LEEDS 


Commission to Assist Beth Din 


{From our 


Steps taken in Leeds to safeguard 
Kashrut and kasher public catering were 
deakt with by Mr. Mark Labovitch in his 
annual presidential report to the 
Jewish Representative Council. 


After giving a review of Jewish 
developments in Israci and other 
countries and issues raised at. the 


Board of Deputies and World Jewish 
Congress, Mr. Labovitch dealt with 
Leeds affairs, and spoke of differences of 
opinion between the Rabbanim and 
members of the community on the qucs- 
tion of Kashrut. 

Throveh the Council of Synag 
an officially recognised Beth Din had 
been appointed, and, said Mr. Labo- 
vitch, that was the sole authority for 
stating what was kasher and what was 
not kasher The Jewish Community 
must obviously follow the lead of the 
Beth Din. However, it was equally true 
to say that, when a thing was wrong, 
leaders. both spiritual and lay. must make 
every effort to get it put right 

“You all know the difficulties that 
have occurred in the past few months in 
connection with kasher public catering.” 
he went on. “| am happy to announce 
that agreement has been reached, and 
that very shortly it will be possible for 
all Jewish functions to be catered in a 
manner which meets with the fullest 
approval of the Beth Din. Briefly, I can 
say that certain conditions have been 
laid down by the Bcth Din, and as soon 
as matters have reached a satisfactory 
conclusion. an official public announce- 
ment will be made to the community.

EXPELLED FROM LABOUR

Councillor Alleges Anti-Semitism 
[From our 


_ Cllr. Dr. Abraham Clein, Huyton, who 
is the only Jewish member of the Lan- 
cashire County Council, as well as a 
member of the Huyton Urban District 
Council, has been expelied from the 
Labour Party. Dr. Clein (who was a 
founder of the Huyton-cum-Roby Hebrew 
Congregation) told me that he felt very 
strongly that “ anti-Semitism and anti- 
Irishism “ on the part of a certain section 
of the local Labour Party, the existence 
of which he had felt for some time past, 
was responsible for the action taken. 

When | mentioned this charge to Mr. 
McCracken, Secretary of the Labour 
Group of Councillors, he strenuously 
denied it, and said that there was no 
trace of such prejudice. During the 
hearing of Dr. Clein’s appeal against ex- 
pulsion, the doctor himself had been the 
only one to introduce the subject, but 
had been able to produce no evidence; 
some twelve months ago, when Dr. Clein 
had accused his fellow-Councillors of 
conducting a campaign against him. an 
official of the national Labour Party 
who investigated the matter, had reported 
that there was no evidence to support the 
allegations. The grounds for expulsion, 
which was carried by 16 votes to 14, 
were breach of standing orders and non- 
attendance. Every opportunity was given 
to Dr. Clein to state his case, and, after 
hearing the evidence on both sides. the 
navhonal executive upheld the decision ot 
the local party to expel Dr. Clein.

When the Palestine item was laid before 
the War Cabinet. Edwin Montagu made 
a passionate speech against the proposed 
move. The tenor of his arguments will pe 
gathered from the general 
of the anti-Zionists. c was 
nothing new in what he had to 
vehemence with which 
he urged his views, the implacability of 
his opposition, astounded the Cabinet. I 
understand the man almost wept. When 
he had ended, Balfour and Lloyd George 
suggcsted that I be called im, and messen- 
gers were sent for me. They looked for 
me high and low—and I happened to be 
a few doors away in the office of Ormsby- 
Gore. 1 missed a great opportunity—and 
this was entircly due to Philip Kerr. Per- 
haps, however, it was better so. I might. 
in that setting, with Montagu in front of 
me, have said something harsh or in- 
appropriate. | might have made matters 
worse instead of better. Certain it was 
that Montagu’s opposition, coupled with 
the sustained attacks which the tiny anti- 
Zionist group had been conducting for 
months—their letters to the Press, the 
pamphicts. some of them written 

udonymously by Lucien Wolf-—their 
everish interviews wit Government 
officials—was responsible for the com- 
promise formula which the War Cabinet 
submitted to us a few days later. 


Cable to Brandeis 


On October 7, I wrote Kerr a lettce ex- 
pressing my chagrin and bewikierment at 
the attention paid by the British Govern- 
ment to a handful of assimilated Jews, in 
their opposition to what was the deepest 
hope of mulhons of Jews whom we, the 
Zionists represented. On October 9, | 
could cable as follows to Justice Brandeis : 

“ The Cabinet after preliminary discus- 
sion suggested following amended 
formula 

“* His Majesty's Government view with 
favour the establishment in Palestine of 
a National Home for the Jewish race and 
will use its best endeavours to facilitate 
the acheevement of this object it being 
clearly understood that nothing shall be 
done which may prejudice the civil and 
rehmous nehts of the existing non-Jewrsh 
communities in Palestine. or the rights 
and political status. enjoyed in any other 
country by such Jews who are fully con. 
tented with thei existing nationality and 
ctizenship 

Most likely shall be asked to appear 
before the Cabinet when final discussion 
takes place nm about a week. It ss essen- 
tral to have only Prestdent approval 
of text, but his recommendation to grant 
this declaration without delay. Further 
your support and enthusiastic message to 
us from American Zionists and also 
prominent non-Zionists most desirable to 
us. Your support urgently needed 

“A comparison of the two texts—the one 
approved by the Foreign Office and the 
Prime Minister, and the one adopted on 
October 4, after Montagu’s attack —shows 
a paimitlul recession from what the 
Government itself was prepared to offer 
The first declares that * Palestine should 
be reconstituted as the National Home of 
the Jewish people The second speaks 
of ‘the establishment in Palestine of a 
National Home for the Jewish race.’ 
The first adds only that the * Govern. 
ment will use its best endeavours to 


secure the achievement of this object and 
will discuss the necessary methods with 
the Zionist Organisation’; the second 
introduced the subject of the ‘civic and 
religious rights of the existing non-Jewish 
communities in such a fashion as to 
impute possible +. intentions to 
the Jews, and can int to mean 
such hmitations on our work as com- 
pletely to cripple it.” " 

| was not given a chance to present 
our views to the War Cabinet, and the 
anti-Zionists alone had their say at the 
October 4 session. The Cabinet actually 
did not know what to with the ob- 
structionist Jews. Sykes, Amery, Ormsby- 
Gore were nonplussed. In the end it was 
decided to send out the text to eight Jews, 
four anti-Zionists and four Zionists, for 
comments and suggestions, with a cover- 
ing letter in which it. was stated that “in 
view of the divergence of opinion 
expressed on the subject by the Jews 
themselves, they [the Government] would 
like to receive in writing the views of 
representative Jewish Jleaders, both 
Zionist and non-Zionist.” 

We, on our rt, examined and re- 
examined the formula, comparing the 
old text with the new. .We saw the differ- 
ences only too clearly, but we did not 
dare to occasion further delay by pressing 
for the original formula, which repre- 
sented not only our wishes, but the 
attitude of the members of the Govern- 
ment. In replying to the letter of the 
Government, I said: “Instead of the 
establishment of a Jewish National Home, 
would it not be more desirable to use 
the word ‘re-establishment By this 
smal! alteration, the historical connection 
with the ancient tradition would be 
indicated and the whole matter put tn its 
true licght. May | also suggest * Jewish 
people’ instead of ‘Jewish Race.” 
(This last suggestion actually came from 
Mr. Brandeis.) 

It goes without saying that this second 
formula, emasculated as i was, repre- 
sented a tremendous event mn exilic Jewish 
history—and that it was as bitter a pill 
to swallow for the Jewish assimilationists 
as the recession from the original, more 
forthright, formula was for us. It is one 
of the ifs of history whether we should 
have been intransigent, and stood by our

The Famous Declaration 


On November 2, after a final discus- 
sion m the War Cabinet, Balfour issued 
the famous letter known as the Balfour 
Declaration. Hh was addressed to Lord 
Rothschild. In an earlher talk with 
Balfour, when he had asked me to whom 
the forthcoming declaration should be 
addressed, | suggested Lord Rothschild 
rather than myself. though | was Presi- 
dent of the English Zionist Federation 
The text read 

“ His Majesty's Government view with 
favour the establishnient in Paiestine of a 
National Home for the Jewish people, 
and will use thew best endeavours to 
facilitate the achievement of this. object, 
it being clearly understood that nothing 
shall be done which may prejudice the 
civil and religious rights of the existing 
non-Jewish communities in Palestine or 
the mghts and political status enjoyed by 
Jews in any other country.” 

While the Cabinet was in session, 
approving the final text, | was* waiting 
outside, this time within call Sykes 
brought the document out to me. with 
the exclamation: “ Dr. Weizmann, it’s a

The tSth century was a golden age 
for travellers, Jew and Gentile. It was ‘he 
age of the Renaissance and Discovery ; 
the age of the Marco Polos. And the 
Jewish travellers, most of whom went 
with Christian pilgrimages to the Holy 
Land. had keen, observant cyes, and the 


gift of clear expression. lt was a 
perilous journey, indeed; for on the sca 
they were the prey of pirates: and the 
life of the Jewish pilgrim was readily 
forfeit. If they made their way, as 
Meshullam did, from Egypt over the 
Sinai Desert to Gaza, besides the many 
periis of the road, they were again liable 
to forfent their lives if they were recog- 
mised as Jews In the Holy Land itself 
they had no protection, except while they 
were among the small communities of 
their brethren. Meshullam wrote a 
record of his journey in vivid Hebrew.

scientists London recently 
to pay a tribute to the late Dr. Louis 
Rapkine, a Jewish bio-chemist who died 
in December at the carly age of 44. 
The President of the Royal Society, 
Sir Robert Robinson, a number of Past 
Presidents, the French Ambassador, some 
of the principal professors of the Sor- 
bonne—among them the veteran Hada- 
mard, who is one of the original mem- 
bers of the Board of Governors of the 
Hebrew University—spoke, 
Rapkine, who was born near Minsk, 
while a young child emigrated with his 
parents to Canada. He _ started his 
scientific training in the University of 
McGill in Montreal and from there 
found his way to Paris. In the seven 
years before the war he had made a

in 1940, he ‘contrived to escape to 
England, and threw himself into the fi 
with the Free French movement of 
Gaulle. He was one of the heads of the 
French Scientific Mission which took 
in the war effort; but his unique 


service during the war was to rescue 
from Vichy France over thirty distin- 
guished men science and learnin 


whose liberty and life were threate 

because they were Jews or liberals or 
both. Among those whom  Rapkine 
rescued were Professor Hadamard and 
Professor Mandelbrod, who now holds 
the Chair of Mathematics at the Sor- 
bonne in Paris, and has been a visiting 
lecturer at the University of Jerusalem.

Dr. Webber referred to the case of 
Clayton v. Ramsden (1943), A-C.320. This 
case as he admits discussed the meaning 
of “ the Jewish faith” when used in a 
will..

Fine Matzo meal, 6 oz.; margarine, 
3 oz.; castor r, 3 oz.; 1 egg; grated 
lemon rind or other flavouring.

Psalm 114 is a beautiful poem on the 
departure from Egypt, and the release 
from slavery. It suggests how Nature 
was affected by the occurrence 

“ The sea saw it and fied, 

Jordan was driven back. 

The mountains skipped like rams, 

And the little bills like lambs. 

Psalm 19 tells us how God shows Him- 
self to man 

" The heavens declare the glory of God, 

And the firmament showeth His handi-

Perhaps you do not know Psalm 25 
very well. in it King David, alone in 
bis room, and in a despairing mood, 
cries Oul:

Accordingly four men were dispatched 
to take over the police station at Um 
Rash, and a few more small — 
were established. King Abdullah was 
given to understand that if Israch troops 
tried to come south, that would be taken 
as an attack on Transjordan: the British 
force in Aqaba would consequently 
come to the aid of the inadequate 
Legionary force 
As it happened the mulitary had last- 
minute second thoughts. strength 
and composition of the Agaba force was 
not over-encouraging: the political justi- 
fication also sounded somewhat thin. As 
a result, a few hours. before the Israclis 
arrived on the scene, the British com- 
mander at Agaba received new instruc- 
tions: he was not to intervene unless his 
Own positions were attackéd, and British 
troops were not to cross the Palestine 
frontier without prior authority from 
London 


Conflicting Reports 


On the morning of March 10 the Arab 
Legion units withdrew from Palestine 
territory on the Gulf of Aqaba. In the 
afternoon an Israel force, described by 
the Arab Legion headquarters at Amman 
as numbering 3.000 men, by. the Cairo 
spokesman as numbering 1,500 men with 
ymec tanks. and by the U.N. observers 
On the spot as numbering 150 men and 
25 vehicles. occupied the shore of the 
Gulf allocated to Israel 

It was precisely against this contin- 
gency that the Forcign Office had worked 
with exemplary single-mindedness. On 
the first of this month, before entering 
imo negotiations with King 
Abdullah felt sufficiently confident to 
come out into the open for the first time. 
In a statement in Amman he said: 
Provided Israe! enables Transjordan to 
have an outlet to the Mediterranean, the 
Rhodes Armistice can be followed imme- 
diately by a peace settlement.” 

What follows deserves a time schedule 
The Abdullah statement was made on 
March |. On March 3, correspondents 
who had hitherto been with the British 
Middle East H.Q. appearéd in Beirut and 
reported from there that Israeli forces 
were moving on Agaba. Two days later. 
on March 5S. the same correspondents 
appeared in Amman and added further 
information about the Israelis closing in 
on Aqaba 

According to Dr. Bunche’s report, the 
Israch force did not start moving down 
to Agaba unti! March 7, that is two days 


later 
Fishing in the Gulf 


Apparently unaware of all this 
international commotion. the 150 men 
and 25 vehicles moved south undisturbed 


and arrived at Um Rash Rash the follow- 
ing afternoon. hung up their flae and 
their washing. and went - bathing and 
fishing in the Gulf Its troubled waters 
ae, an exceptionally good catch 
Marine ‘Commando units. and 
armour of the Royal Tank Regiment 
also arrived on the other side of the 
Wad: and started to play football! 

In London the Forcign Office ex- 
peeen this was a flagrant breach of the 
ruce by the Israclis. Transjordan had 


been in occupation of the Southern 
Negev since last June. Britain would 
not. accept this fait accompli. The 
Security Council would probably be 


asked to order the Israclis back to where 
they had come from 

Last Sunday. March 13. 
Legion Commander in Agaba reported 
to Glubb Pasha in Amman that “ the 
Legion has full control of the situation 
there.” On the following day it was 
announced in Amman that the Legion 
was too weak to hold Southern Trans- 
jordan im the face of the threatening 
presence of fishing Israelis in the Gulf of 


rittsh troops therefore would take 
over all of Southern Transjordan. Nor 
was that all.. Transjordan troops were 
also taking over Iragi positions in the 
Palestine triangle. Glubb Pasha’ was 
claiming that these positions were essen- 
tial to the security of the Transjordan 
forces in Palestine. Any incident on this 
front would therefore entitle Transjordan 
to call for British aid 

But this aid could not be given if the 
British were confined to the imaccessible 
parts of Southern Transjordan. There 
was therefore a strong case for more 
British moving into more parts of Trans- 
jordan—north as well as south. That, it 
appears, 1s the policy at the moment.

ISRAEL’S ECONOMY 
Boom in Building 
By CALCULUS 


Mr. Ben-Gurion'’s spectacular four 
years’ development plan, submitted to 
the Isracli Parliament last week, 1s recetv- 
ing close attention from capitalists— 
Jewish capitalists in particular—in this 
country as well as in the United States. 
The emphasis he laid on the réle of 
private enterprise and the facilities he 
promi to foreign capital are con- 
sidered as greatly encouraging to foreign 
investors. 

Of particular attraction to them at 
present appear to be the possibilities 
offered by the vast building schemes en- 


visaged by the Israeli Government. With 
a quarter of a million immigrants ¢x- 
pected to come into Isracl this year, 


the Government has decided to build at 
least 100,000 housing units within the 
next 18 months, at a cost of some 
1.£85.000.000. But, for the time being, 
as stated by Dr. Israel Goldstein, the 
Treasurer of the Jewish Agency, in Tel 
Aviv last week, the 
National Housing orporation, 
* Amidar.” with a capital of 1.£5,000,000, 
can provide only a fraction of the hous- 
ing required 

In the best of circumstances, the Com- 
pany does not expect to build more than 
20.000 dwellings, cach—as 1s now the 
rule in Palestine—comprising one room, 


bath. and kitchenette. For the com- 
pletion of the plan, therefore, the 
Government looks to’ private capital— 


above all. to capital from abroad. 
Profitable Undertaking 


To encourage foreign capitalists to in- 
vest in Israel's building industry, Israech 
experts point to the increased dividends 
paid in the past few years by Palestinian 
building socicties, banks, and private 
companies. I: is a fact that, drawn by 
the vast. building possibilities, numerous 
architects in this country. and stil] more 
from the United States, are opening up 
offices in Israel. English Jews appear to 
have had quite good experience in the 
building of houses in Israel. The Keret 
Housing and Mortgage Corporation of 
Haifa. founded by English Jews in 1946 
for the purpose of building houses for 
would-be settlers, but letting them in the 
meantime. has proved a profitable under- 
taking. So much so that Jewish investors 
from the United States are now following 
the same example. considering tims to be 
a most popular and beneficial method of 
invesiment 

Together with the Government, the 
Jewish Agency. and municipal building 
companies. there are at present about 20 
Jewish building organisations, with a 
joint capital of about 1.4£10,000,000 
While the Government and municipal 
orgamsations concentrate mainiy~ on 
building small flats, private contractors 
are responsible for the so-called Batim 
Meshutafim in urban areas In the 
main, these are built on a commercial! 
basis. and contain flais of varying sizes, 
from one to four rooms, to meet the 
different needs of prospective buyers 


Non-Jewish Investors 


As profits are not vet controlied, cases 
have. been known when private builders 
have made as much as 15 or 20 per cent, 
and speculators even more, especially 
those who concentrate on build.ng small 


one-family houses near Tel Aviv. Jeru- 
salem. or othe: cities [here 
seems to be no indication that the 


Government is going to control profits 
in the housing ndusiry, although it Nas 
been decided to do so in other fields 
In view of the Government's plans. 
Israch papers daily carry new offers of 
building opportunities of all kinds. and 
the -indications are that they are. receiv- 


ng an mecreasing aumber of inquiries 
apd rephes from would-be investors 
abroad. kh is significant that non-Jewish 


capitalists, too. are interested in Israeli 
building passibilities. 

Sweden is to supply several thousand 
prefabricated wooden houses to Israel. 
The first of them bought by the Israeli 
Government are to be put up in April. 
It appears that private firms in Sweden 
are anxious to export considerable num- 
bers of these houses at their own risk. 
with a view to letting them or selling 
them to Jewish immigrants 

Although the majority of the new 
arrivals are displaced and impoverished 
Jews. quite a considerable number are 
coming into Israe! with sums sufficient 
to busld or buy their own houses or flats. 
and they are only waiting for the oppor- 
tunity to have them built. 


BIG U.S. FIRM TO BUILD 
5,000 DWELLINGS 


Plans for the construction of a 
privatcly-financed housing estate in Isracl 
have been announced in New York by 
Mr. Alfred S. Levitt, who recently re- 
turned from Israel. The estate, consist- 
img of 5.000 garden-type dwelling units. 
will be situated cight miles south of 
Haifa. Messrs. Levitt and Sons, of Long 
Island, well-known builders of large-scale 
housing estates, will undertake the con- 
struction work.
